Short Cut to Europe- 



Many times mul oft, during the past 
three or four years, have we invited at- 
tention to the short cut to Europe poss- 
essed by the Dominion of Canada, vin 
Newfoundland, and the last time -\vo 
wrote upon this important subject, we 
ventured to suggest that lis the prima- 
ry condition upon •which British Colum- 
bia entered thn Confederacy was the 
construction of a railway to the Pacific, 
so it might happen that the condition 
Newfoundland shall exact will be the 
conveying of the eastern terminus of 
that great pathway of nations to St. 
John's. Our attention has been drawn 
to a most interesting letter to the New 
York 'World,' written at Montreal, to- 
wards the end of last month. This 
letter was suggested by Mr. Sandford 
Fleming's report, submitted to the 
Dominion Parliament last session and 
referred to a Committee of Enquiry. 
"We cannot do better than lay beforo 
our readers a few extracts from this let- 
ter, which is in the nature of a review 
of Mr. Fleming's scheme The read- 
er will do well to bear in mind that the 
letter was written by an American, for 
the American eye, and that the sub- 
ject is treated from an American stand- 
point: — "It is undeniable that Canada 
contains the grand highway to Europe. 
Her Atlantic coast is hut a four day's 
run from the Irish coast, and the largest 
class of steamers can penetrate inland 
nearly nine hundred miles to this port 
(Montreal), while ships of 1,000 tons 
burden will soon be enabled to navi 
gate the whole length of the St. Law- 
rence, by means of its auxiliary canals, 
and passing through Lake Ontario and 
the Welland Canal to Lake Erie, pro- 
ceed to the limits of lake navigation at 
Chicago or Duluth. The purport of 
Mr. Fleming's plan is to push the rail- 
way system of the Continent to the 
very farthest jumping off-place on the 
Atlantic coast, which he considers to 
be St. Johns, N.F., from which point 
to Valencia Bay, Ireland, is only 1,640 
miles — a comparatively trilling ferry 
over which tip-top ocean racers would 
travel in 100 hours. From thence to 
'London (gv rail to Kingstown, steam- 
boat to Holyhead and rail thence to the 
metropolises a jaunt of sixteen hours." 
Having, with a degree of frankness un- 
xisxial to American writers, conceded 
the advantages possessed by Canada, 
the writer proceeds to say: "On our 
side of the water there is a gap to be 
filled between the present terminus of 
railway travel and the proposed ferry 
gates at St. Johns. A branch from the 
main lines from New York to Montreal 
and Quebec must be built, say from Slier- 
brooko to a point on the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence, known as Shippegan, Here 
passengers and mails would take a 
steamer to St . George' 8' harbor, direct- 
ly opposite, on the gulf coast of New- 
found and, and by the time they get 
there tney will find a first-class road, 
equipped with Pali man's progressive 
palaces, to Hash them across the 2'Ai 
miles' width of the island to St. Johns. 
It is !)0(i miles from New York to Ship- 
pegan and 500 from Shippegan to St. 
Johns, and the time allowance for the 
ocean express from the Vanderbilt depot 
to the steamer for Ireland is 66 hours. 
Add this to 116 hours required to per- 
form this trip from St. Johns to Lon- 
don and we have a total of 171 hours 
for the whole journey, or seven days 
and three hours actual time." Refer- 
ring to Sir Hugh All n's suggestion to 
make Gaspe Bay the continental rail- 
way terminus, he says: "Graspe has 
this advantage — it affords a good har- 
bor and is 185 miles nearer the Ocean 
than Farther Point via the river pas- 
sage, and only about one hundred and 
sixty miles from Lhe Point by rail. 
From New York to Gaspe Bay by 
rail will bo 800 miles (estimated), and 
from Gaspe to Liverpool is 2,101 miles. 
Time by rail, twenty-eight hours; bj 
steam, 131 hours. Add five hours for ox- 
press from Liverpool to London, and we 
have a total of 104 hours, or six days' 
and twenty hoursfor the whole passage.' 
The disadvantages and dangers of the 
ocean route now in use between Now 
York and Europe are thus portrayed: 
— "From Quebec to Liverpool is 
miles; from New York to Liverpool 
over the most direct course that can 
be sailed the distanf-o is givenas 2,!)SU, 
but the Cunarders,I believe, generally 
make it full 3,100 miles. J3.it it is 
not altogether a question, of economy 
in time that has to be considered. By 
great circle sailing, over the northern 
coarse, the Atlantic may be crossed in 

f .lavs; it is accomplished now m five 

by skdv freight vessels. The most danger 
uad part oi mo p.i.-sage between New 
York and Liverpool via Capo Race is 
i,2JU miles of Atlantic voyaging which 
is cut out by the St. Lawrence and 
Belle Lslo route. The Government 
document upon chis subject refers to 
this fact as follows: "The portion of a 
voyage between New York and Liver- 
pool which seamen least fear is that 
troni Ireland to Newfoundland. It is 
well known that the most dangerous 
part of the -whole voyage is along the 
American coast between Now York and 
Cape Itaco, where thick fogs so fre- 
quently prevail. This coast line isabout 
one thousand miles in length, and it 
has been the scene of a larger riumbor 
of the disasters which have occurred. 
No less than fourteen or fifteen ocean 
steamships have been lost on this por- 
tion of the sen-hoard." Since the 



publication of the report from wiiiuh 
this remark is quoted the Atlan- 
tic and City of Washington calamities 
have added yet more terrible proof of 
tho dangers of this coast. Statistics 
show that seventeen passenger steam- 
ers of the first class have been totally 
wrccked_ between Capo Race and 
Sandy Rook. It is reassuring to know 
that there is a safe way around this 
perilous passage, and the marvel is 
that the risks should have been need- 
lessly incurred so long." The time 
tables furnished by Mr. Fleming's re- 
port are reviewed, and tho following 
conclusions reached: -"From the 
above it will bo seen that, whilo the 
mean averages of all passages made 
between Liverpool or Southampton and 
Now York range irom eleven days up 
to thirteen days nine hours, nearly four 
days less than the lowest mean aver- 
age and two days less than tho shortest 
of 246 passages, if not the very short- 
est on record, these advantages alone 
are sufficient to attract the attention of 
business men ; but the great recom- 
mendation of the Newfoundland route 
to most travelers would be tho short- 
ening of the ocean passage proper 
from 2G4 hours (the average by 
the Cunard Line), to 100 hours." 
The letter concludes as follows: — "In 
pressing this matter upon the attention 
of those who are expected to help 
render the idea practical tho British 
Government aims to recover, in con- 
nection with the British Pacific Rail- 
way, its loosening grasp on tho trade 
of the East. There must have keen a 
serious diversion of that trade from 
former highways by the opening of tho 
American overland route, or we should 
not have seen so much haste to insure 
the construction of a lino north of 
Lake Superior to the coast of British 
Columbia. It *as upon the expecta- 
tion of being soon able to control the 
shortest lino between London and the 
Chinese and Japanese ports that Sir 
Hugh Allan founded his hopes of get- 
ting his last scheme floated by the cap- 
italists "at home, " but if the Canadian 
Pacific road is built it. needs to be sup- 
plemented with connections finishing 
eastward to tho very gates of the Atlantic 
to insure it against all possible rivalry 
from the American side of the fence. As 
tho United States depend on Englihh en- 
terprise to do tho mail, passenger and 
freigbtbusiness of the Atlantic, the nation- 
al prido will not be much further humili- 
ated by an invitation to reach the 
steamships by Canadian railroads. 
There will bo at, least this comforting 
reflection, that Mr. Pullman's hotel cars 
will bo at tho service of travellers on this 
side of the pond." Tho spaco at our dis- 
posal is exhausted. Nor do any remarks 
of ourownseem necessary, AYlio willques- 
tiouthogreat heritage and glorious destiny 
of this Dominion of ours? Let her prxrve 
herself worthy of the one by fulfilling 
tho other.

Eastern States-

PowsvilIjE. Aug. Hi.— A passenger 
train bound West from Mahony and Ash: 
land, on tho Philadelphia ami Reading 
Railroad, collided this p. m., near Millers 
switch with a special train consisting of 
an engine and a passenger coach having 
a Vice President of the road on board. 
Chas Shedolly, engineer, and a baggage 
master, both of Pottsville, were injured 
about tho breast and legs. The engines 
were demolished. 

Washington, Aug. 10. — Private letters 
from Massachusetts represent Butler's 
friends being very despondent and less 
sanguine of his success than they were two 
weeks ago. 

New York, Aug. 16. — The counsel for 
Carl Vogt received a letter from tho Sec- 
retary of State to tho effect that 
the Government will take such a 
course as will confirm tho views express- 
ed by the Attorney-General, that the case 
does not come within the Extradition 
Treaty with Prussia. 

Chicago, Aug. 11.— An accident occur- 
red at 10:30 last night, '25 miles South 
West of Chicago, on tho Chicago, Alton 
Railroad, afreigtittrain almost entirely de- 
molishing a south bound passenger train, 
killing nine persons and fearfully wound- 
ing over thirty, many fatally. Tho cars 
caught fire and badly burned some of the 
injured, while others were scalded with 
hot wa^or, 

New York, Aug. 15— Gen. Rossor, who 
is in charge of the railway survoy of tho 
Stanley-Yellowstone expedition has sub- 
mitted to tho authorities of tho N.P.U.R. 
Co., in this city, his official report of the 
results accomplished by tho expedition. 
Ho finds the now and final route across 
Western Dakota from Missouri to Yellow- 
stone River entirely practicable and satis- 
factory, it being greatly superior to tho 
former survey; distance, 205 miles. 

The O.P.R.R. Go's annual report just 
issued figures tho apparent profit at 
§7,438,960, The statement, however, 
loaves ontof view $7,000,000 due the Gov- 
ernment for interest, and makes no men- 
tion of several millions personal security, 
debts for cash borrowed at San Francis- 
co. Its total stated indebtedness inclu- 
sive of $51,250,000 capital stock is $80,- 
796,081. 

Chicago, Aug. 10— A Toronto special 
says the morning papers published the 
Governor-General's written explanation. 
Tho Globe nritisizes and comments at 
length, though not severely, and arrives 
at the conclusion that Lord Dufierin has 
shown himself in his statements singu- 
larly considerate of tho Ministry, and in 
consideration of his own person in [oppo- 
sition to the? j interests of Canadian poo- 
plo.

Tho Mail 
endeavors to divert popular indignation 
at the course pursued by charging tho 
Opposition with being n disloyal banditti 
and insulting to the Crown.

The oflioe of thu Bishop's 
newspaper was entered and the materials 
were thrown out of tho window aud pa- 
pers burned. 

Fourteen families of Mennonites, 100 
persons in all, arrived yesterday from 
Russia, bound for Kansas. 

Subscription lists aro in circulation 
among tho French residents of this city for 
a testimonial to Thiers in recognition ol 
his services and policy, by which tho 
speedy delivery of the French territory 
from Gorman occupation was insured.

M A.DWD, Aug. 15 -About 1000 insur- 
gent refugees from Valencia landed on the 
coast of Alicante, levying contributions on 
rich towns.

Apprehensions about 
his case are not so much from specific at- 
tacks of illness as from various symptoms 
insignificant whou taken apart, but full 
of significance when taken together. The 
journey to St. Petersburg left, it is said, 
a bad effect on his constitution.

DELAYED DISPATCHES 

THE QUEEN'S SPEECH 

London, August 5th. — Parliament was 
prorogued to-day. The Queen's Speech 
was read by Royal Commission, and is 
as follows: My Lords and Gentlemen; I 
am now released front tho necessity of 
calling upon you for the further prosecu- 
tion of your arduous occupation. In 
bidding you farewell for tho recess, 1 
make it my first duty to thank you for the 
loyal promptitude with which you have 
made farther provision for my son, the 
Duko of Edinburgh, on the occasion of 
his approaching marriage. This marriage, 
I trust, will form a new unity of interest 
between the two Empires. 

The best relations continue to exist be- 
tween England and foreign powers. 

SUPPRESSION 01- THE SLAVE TRADE. 

1 will shortly announce the nomination 
of a Mission to Zanzibar. Treaties have 
been concluded with the Sultan of Mus- 
cat and other native powers, which will 
provide the means for more effectual 
suppression of the slave trade on the 
coast of Africa. 

I have been enabled to bring a satis- 
factory issue to the commercial negotia- 
tions with France, on which my Govern- 
ment has boon for some time engaged. 
Under the provisions of the instruments 
signed on the '2!ld of July, and awaiting 
ratification, the treaties of 18(11) are again 
put in force, with a comprehensive en- 
gagement cemented between tho two 
countries for mutual treatment on a foot- 
ing of tho most favored. The tax on 
shipping under the British Hag has been 
removed. There aro three separate pro- 
visions in the treaty for the adjustment 
of the question of duties on mineral oils 
and for the general oxtontiou trade. 

I have likewise concluded treaties of 
extradition with Denmark, Sweden aud 
Brazil. Tho ratification of those treaties 
with the last named powers has not been 
oxo hanged, but [anticipate no difficulty 
in this step. 1 am engaged in negotiations 
for. agreements of similar character with 
other States, both in Europe and other 
continents. 

THE TREATY OF WASHINGTON, 

I am still occupied in giving ell'eot to 
those provisions of tho Treaty of Wash- 
ington which relate to tho Britiih Claims 
against the United States. 

Gentleinon of the House of Commons; 
I am very sensible of the liberality with 
which you have provided for the various 
charges of the Slate, and Hkowiso enabled 
mo promptly to meet obligations imposed 
upon mo by award of the Arbitrators at 
Geneva. 



A liESCME W TH1-1 .SESSION'S WOBK. 

During the paat year my Lords aud 
gentlemen, I have observed the progress 
you have been enabled to make in the re- 
mission of public burdens, by reducing 
the sugar dutios and the Income Tax to 
points lower than any at which they pre- 
viously stood. The establishment of a 
Supreme Court, will be found in every 
way beneficial. I hope to confer corres- 
ponding benefitsrtn the country and in- 
sure a more cheap, cei tain, expeditions 
and effectual administration of justice. 
The amendment of the Educational Actof 
1870 and of the Endowed Schools Act of 
186D, will, I trust, tend to ow solid na- 
tional advantages through the extension 
of education iu t]ie middle and most nu- 
merous chutes of the ooiriniunitv.

For these and all mercies qf 
Divine Providence, we will. J trust, find 
suitable acknowledgments alike in our 
works and hearts. 

London, Aug. 5. The I'ai liamentarv 
election at Greenwich, to fill the soat ren- 
dered vacant by the death of Sir David 
Solomons, has been held, ft resulted in 
a Conservative triumph, Mr. Bond.London 
distiller, being returned. This is the 
first instance, sinoo 1852, of a Conserva- 
tive victory there. The ohnnoes of a Con- 
servative candidate beiug elsoted for the 
borough was not altogether unexpected. 
It has caused a depression in the Liberal 
ranks. In well informed circles it it ac- 
cepted as virtually deciding the political 
campaign. It is an almost certain indi- 
cation that tho Conservatives will return 
to power after the approaching general 
election, with a fair working majori- 

It is stated on good authority that Glad- 
stone will not seek a re-election at the 
hands of his Greenwich constituents, and 
that bo contemplates retiring front Par- 
liamentary life. 

Dominion Mail Sumaiary. 

According to the Qlnbe live thousand 
persons met in indignation at Montreal, 
on the 5th, and unanimously denounced 
the Dominion G tyernuient. 

The "printers strike'' in Ottawa seems 
to have been a rather serious affair. 
Thirty odd printers were brought out 
from England for tho Government work. 
The printers' combination have issued 
their own organ, tho Workman's Journal, 
printed from the form of tho Times. It 
may be remarked that it completely fails 
to justify their position. 

London, Aug. 5~-Over 2,000 persons 
attended tho annual picnic of the Ronian 
Catholic congregation at Port Stanley to- 
day.

From 
early morning a rumor has been current 
that tho Premier bad been drowned at 
Riviere du Loup, according to some acci- 
dentally while bathing, according to 
others that he had attempted to commit 
suicide by jumping from the wharf into 
the water." Such is the last device of the 
Grits to get tho best of tho Premier, and 
after their several efforts to kill him on 
paper it would perhaps bo just its well 
to notice if there are any Grit bathers 
around when Sir John is taking his

The J/r/rgiyes the following descrip-
